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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's argument is not persuasive. First, 
Applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine each of the prior cited references because they do not teach n "internal polarizer." 
However, contrary to Applicant's contention, the Woodgate reference clearly teaches an "internal polarizer" ( fig. 25, ref. 66) having all the 
same characteristics of that which is found in the claimed invention, namely that it is above an electrod e(63), directly laminated (fig. 25). 
In addition, Applicant's argument bears no merit because "[n]on-obviousness cannot be established by attacking references individually 
where the rejection is based upon the teachings of a combination of references. . . . [The reference] must be read, not in isolation, but for 
what it fairly teaches in combination with the prior art as a whole." In re Merck & Co., Inc., 800 F.2d 1091 , 1097, 231 USPQ 375, 380 
(Fed. Cir. 1986). Second, while Applicant goes to great length to allege that the Mortazavi reference is distinguishable from the claimed 
invention, Applicant's does not provide any discussion about the claims themselves, such as "chemically stable" and "elevated 
temperature." "[T]he claims define the invention. . . . [Limitations from the specification are not to be read into the claims." Sjolund v. 
Musland, 847 F.2d 1573, 1582, 6 USPQ2d 2020, 2027 (Fed. Cir. 1988). As a result, Applicant's arguments do not place the application in 
condition for allowance at this time. 
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
